' Hampshire Shite College delivered to the graduating class of 


Massachusetts Agricultural College al Amherst last Monday, 
and it would be a good thing if it could be published in full in 
every newspaper in New England.

changes that have taken place since the clays when Horace 
Greek}' was advising young men to go west have made New 
England a more inviting field today for a young man contem- 
plating agriculture than is to be found .in the West, where 
practically all of the best lands have been taken and are now 
held at prices which are all or more lhan they are worth. 


Mr. Hetzel declared that he spoke as a westerner appreciat- 


ing in full its claims as a great agricultural'region, but the tide 
lias turned and conditions have changed, lie said. Much of [he 
opportunity of the West which puTNew England al a disad- 
vantage has gone, so far as the agriculturist is concerned. He 
snid the sending of young men to the West had upset the bal- 
ance in agricultural values, and that in his judgment the l-asl 
now represenls the best opportunity for Ihe young man in the 
field of agriculture. 
"But," he went on, "when I speak of

ihe'vast, alluring West." 


President Hetzel predicted that (he members of the class 


would serve New England well in re-establishing (he agricul 
lure of the Easl. 
He"assured them that New England indus- 


tries arc in need of the sustaining strength of agriculture, anc 
that New England needs a "new supply of courageous, spirit- 
ual minded and clear thinking country bred people." 
The 


drain the cities have made on the country districts is serious, 
and it is high time, he said, that New England and the nation 
should give attention lo reviving and strengthening the 
sources. The speaker understood thai most of the members 
of the class were to return to-New England farms, and wished 
(hem all unqualified success. - 


Such a talk as this, coming from such a man as President 


Hefzel, cannot fail lo have a good effect, not only upon those 
who heard it, but upon those who have heard of if or read so 
much of it as has appeared in (lie papers. 
He-told the truth. 


There is no longer any need of going west to engage in agri- 
culture. 
The opportunity is riglil here at home. There are 


undreamed of possibilities in these old New England farms, 
many of which are nqt worked lo half of their capacity. By 
the application, of modern methods they can be made io pay 
good dividends and be greatly increased in value.
